"I wouldn't be 


surprised even to see in the papers 
that they're blaming- the LaSalle 
Hotel fire in Chicago on us." 


Assistant Attorney General Dan 


Duke said his undercover agents 
who infiltrated the Klan reported 
that members of an inner "strong 
arm" group openely boasted of the 
killing and flogging. , 


Duke, who prosecuted a series 


of flogging cases in 1940 in East 
Point, an Atlanta suburb, that led 
to conviction of nine members of 
the Ku Klux Klan, heads a cur- 
rent state probe into Klan activi- 
ties. 


The investigation was instigated 


by Gov. Ellis Arnalll who order- 
ed the state legal department to 
start legal proceedings to try to 
revoke the Klnn's charter.

President Truman is contemplat- 
ing a major new message to con- 
gress on labor legislation, key law- 
makers reported today, but he still 
hasn't decided which of two wide- 
ly varying drafts he will use. 


The congressmen said the mes- 


sage will accompany whatever de- 
cision the president makes re- 
garding the controversial 
Case 


labor disputes 
bill now on his 


desk. 


These law-makers, who asked 


not to be named, said that to the 
best of their knowledge Truman 
still has not decided whether to 
approve or veto the measure. He 
has until June 12 to reach a deci- 
sion. 


They declared, however, that in 


order to be set for either eventu-

called on his advisors for alterna- 
tive pronouncements which he can 
:onsider 'and work over for a de- 
:ailerl message. 


If Truman decides to disapprove
